MINUTES OF THE MEETING 
Of 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
Corcoran Gallery of Art 

April 14, 1980

The Meeting was called to order at 12:30 PM by Vice-President of 
the Executive Committee, Mr. Jewett. 

The minutes of the meeting of March 14, 1980 were approved as 
submitted. 

Report of the President 
Financial Report 

Dr. Marzio spoke briefly on the attached Financial Report which 
shows the Museum operating with a $31,570 deficit as of 
March 31, 1980 and the School operating with a surplus of 
$143,531 for a total of $111,961. The figures do not include 
the $100,000 check from the Hammer Foundation or the $200,000 
from the Park Service. Challenge grant money is expected in May 
or June and a check from the Cafritz Foundation in late April. 

Overall the deficit was anticipated to be much greater than it is 
at this point. 

Mr. Jewett requested that last year's figures be included in 
the Financial Report for a basis of comparison. 

Dr. Marzio noted the extraordinary amount of paper work turned out 
by the Financial office in the past few weeks in submitting the 
federal and state government grant forms. All of this is time 
that has not been budgeted for and should be kept in mind in 
preparing future submissions. 

Auditorium 

Dr. Marzio reported on the Auditorium renovation noting that he 
had travelled to California to meet with Dr. Armand Hammer to 
discuss funding for the renovation. Dr. Hammer was called to Eu¬ 
rope prematurely and the meeting could not take place. Nevertheless, 
the plans have been presented to Mr. Dennis Gould, Director of the 
Armand Hammer Foundation, and to Mr. William McSweeney, President 
of Occidental International, and both are favorable to the plans. 
There is $35,000 available in the auditorium fund # The Executive 
Committee voted to authorize expenditure of these funds to install a climate 
control system which would be the first phase of the auditorium 
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renovation. The firm of Gerard will install the 

air conditioning and has been approved by the Buildings and 
Grounds Committee. 

Westreich'Proposal 

Reporting on the Westeich Proposal, Dr. Marzio announced that 
there will be no further progress until the next Executive 
Committee meeting. 

The Finance Committee will meet April 19 with appraisers to 
discuss the Dupont Center sale of real estate. 

Donor's Dinner 

The Donor's Dinner scheduled for May 12 will recognize donors 
in three categories who have given to the Corcoran. A bronze 
plaque will be installed in a prominent place in the atrium. 

The three categories are: $500,000 and above; $50,000 to $500,000; 
and $25,000 to $50,000. Discussing invitations to the Trustees, 
the Executive Committee recommended that only the officers of 
the Board and Trustee donors who qualify in these three categories 
be invited.

The securities making up the bequest are 
at the Riggs Bank. As the income is expended from this estate 
Mrs. Enimet should be informed of its use. Also a press release 
should be sent out.
